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PROGRESS  REPORT 

MUNICIPAL  SEWERAGE  TREATMENT 

AND  WATER  FACILITIES 

By  July  of  1985,  the  design  was  finally  completed  and 
the  necessary  state  and  federal  approvals  obtained  for 
Phase  I  of  the  project,  the  laying  of  sewer  lines  and  the 
replacement  of  water  lines.  Bids  were  received  in  August 
from  only  two  bidders,  reflecting  the  current  work  load  of 
contractors  engaged  in  such  projects.  The  low  bid  was 
about  $350,000  high  for  the  sewer  portion  and  $90,000  high 
for  the  water  line  portion.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Water 
Commissioners  elected  to  reject  the  bids. 

As  a  result  of  cost  information  gleaned  from  the  bid- 
ders, the  project  was  redesigned,  and  time  for  completion 
extended  to  December  of  1986.  Bids  were  again  received  in 
December  of  1985  and  came  in  on  budget.  The  work  should 
commence  in  early  spring. 

Phase  2  of  the  sewer  project,  the  construction  of  the 
septic  field,  is  in  the  final  design  stage,  and  should  be  put 
out  for  bid  by  late  April  of  1986.  It  is  possible  that  the  work 
can  be  done  concurrently  with  Phase  1  and  the  entire 
project  completed  by  December  of  1986.

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AMBULANCE  REPORT 

The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corps  answered  162 
calls  and  transported  145  patients.  These  runs  include 
coverage  of  41  auto  and  water  accidents,  106  home  ac- 
cidents and  sudden  illnesses,  8  sudden  deaths  at  home  and 
4  fire  standbys. 

Last  March  the  Town  of  Wakefield  voted  the  money  for 
a  new  ambulance  and  ambulance  radios.  It  was  through 
the  guidance  and  direction  of  our  former  Director,  William 
Meserve,  that  we  were  able  to  get  the  ambulance  the  Corps 
felt  would  best  serve  our  town,  and  make  our  work  more 
efficient. 

Our  1985  Wheel  Coach  Ambulance  arrived  in  early 
September  and  put  into  full  service  Oct.  1st.  During  that 
month  Corps  members  had  extensive  training,  in  driving 
and  operating  the  new  equipment. 

The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corps  has  a  Memorial 
Donation  Fund.  From  these  monies  we  purchased  $2,800 
new  equipment  to  replace  broken  or  outdated  equipment 
we  had  been  using.  We  also  paid  to  have  the  lettering  put 
on  the  new  ambulance  from  this  fund. 

The  Corps  presently  has  11  members  comprised  of  one 
registered  nurse,  two  EMT's,  seven  Advanced  First 
Aiders  and  one  Auxiliary  Member.  Union  has  four  First 
Responders,  who  are  always  willing  to  help  us  out  in  their 
area,  and  we  appreciate  their  response  and  assistance. 
Thanks,  guys! ! 

We  always  are  looking  for  new  members  to  join  the 
Corps.  We  are  planning  to  start  an  Advanced  First  Aid 
Course  in  March.  Any  interested  people  may  call  the 
Selectmen's  Office  to  sign  up  for  the  course,  or  call  Direc- 
tor Kathie  Giffin  at  522-3438.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGERS 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced 
more  forest  fires  throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in 
the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were 
children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only 
with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is 
the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has 
excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state 
timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  you  Forest  Fire 
Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for 
the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a 
change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest 
landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber 
tax  forms.

The  rapid  growth  and  development  our  Town  is  ex- 
periencing is  creating  new  problems  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Note  the  following  changes: 

•Increased  Population 

•Increased  Traffic 

•Business  Expansion 

•Four  Season  Tourism 

•Increase  in  Crime 

•New  Types  of  Crime 
These  changes   increase  the  need  for  serious  public 
awareness,  and  a  combined  effort  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity and  the  Police  Department  to  actively  effect  crime 
prevention  methods. 

A  growing  concern  is  the  increase  in  burglaries.  Na- 
tionally, statistics  show  over  three  million  burglaries  a 
year  occur.  That  is  one  every  eight  seconds.  Few  burglars 
are  caught.  More  than  80%  of  these  burglaries  go  unsolv- 
ed. Police  prevention  and  detection  are  difficult  because  of 
lack  of  witnesses  or  evidence  to  identify  the  criminal. 

Wakefield  is  no  longer  a  community  where  everyone 
knows  his  neighbor.  The  influx  of  new  people  make  it  dif- 
ficult to  identify  strangers  who  come  into  the  Town  not  to 
reside  here,  but  to  commit  crimes. 

Awareness  can  make  this  a  safer  Town.  At  the  end  of  this 
report  is  a  list  of  tips  to  help  prevent  burglaries.  Please 
read  and  be  guided  by  these  important  prevention 
methods.

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first  time  since  1980  there  has  been  an  increase  instead  of  a 
decrease  in  the  Crime  statistics  for  the  Town. 
Burglaries  rose  from  28  in   1984  to  43  in  1985.   Eleven 
burglaries  were  cleared  by  arrest,  which  reflects  a  26% 
clearance  rate. 

At  this  time,  the  Department  is  actively  engaged  in  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  uncleared  burglaries.  We  are  awaiting 

Lab  results  from  Concord  that  could  conclude  the  in- 
vestigation, with  arrests  in  many  of  the  cases.

8.  Failure  to  cooperate  with  Police,  and  failure  to  report 
losses  quickly,  make  police  work  more  difficult.

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GAFNEY  LIBRARY 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  at  Gafney.  The  Library  is 
growing,  and  with  a  lot  of  new  residents  coming  in  to 
register,  we  now  have  almost  500  active  members. 

In  the  Serendipity  Room,  Barbara  Winton,  Program 
Director,  holds  a  children's  program  once  a  month  for  the 
Kindergarten,  Nursery  School,  and  the  Special  Education 
class  from  the  Paul  School.  The  Kindergarten  comes  into 
the  Library  once  a  week  to  take  out  books. 

A  Season  for  Growing  was  the  theme  of  the  summer 
program  for  children  held  during  July  and  August. 

We  had  a  very  successful  hardcover  book  sale  in  July, 
and  with  the  proceeds  purchased  a  6  volume  set  of  Lands 
and  People,  a  geography  of  the  six  continents.  We  also 
purchased  a  24  volume  set  of  the  1985  Colliers  En- 
cyclopedia, which  was  given  to  us  as  a  gift. 

We  deliver  books  twice  a  month  to  the  Mt.  View  Nur- 
sing Home  and  the  Jail. 

Books  that  are  not  available  at  Gafney  can  be  borrow- 
ed through  our  Interlibrary  Loan,  or  from  the  State. 

For  those  people  who  cannot  get  out,  we  have  a  home 
delivery  service.  Call  during  library  hours  at  522-3401. 

Our  circulation  for  the  year  1985  was  15,966  books;  and 
we  processed  573  new  books. 

The  Serendipity  Room  was  used  by  the  Budget  Committee, 
and  the  Wakefield  Homemakers  Group.  Also,  we  held 
three  adult  programs  sponsored  by  the  Council  for  the 
Humanities,  and  we  held  two  art  exhibits. 

Information  about  the  use  of  the  room  may  be  had  by 
calling  the  Library  during  their  regular  hours. 
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The  Board  of  Directors  wish  to  thank  all  who  con- 
tributed to  the  Building  Fund.

EAST  WAKEFIELD  FIRE  STATION  REPORT 

1985 

During  1985  The  East  Wakefield  Fire  Station  moved 
nearer  to  completion  by  the  installation  of  two  louvers  and 
aluminum  siding  on  both  gable  ends  of  the  building.  An 
aluminum  roof  was  installed  on  the  hose  drying  tower.  The 
outside  concrete  block  walls  were  waterproofed.  Most  of 
the  electrical  work  was  done  such  as  installing  a  donated 
yard  light,  twelve  ceiling  lights  and  two  circulating  ceiling 
fans.  The  existing  ceiling  was  covered  with  one  inch  thick 
styrofoam  insulation  and  one  half  thick  sheetrock,  the 
sidewalls  were  covered  in  a  like  manner.  The  sheetrock 
has  been  patched  and  taped.  The  overhead  doors  were 
framed  and  insulated.  A  well  and  water  system  was  in- 
stalled. The  oil  fired  heating  system  is  being  worked  on  at 
this  time. 

The  first  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  February 
10,  1986.  The  second  meeting  is  scheduled  for  March  16, 
1986  to  organize  the  fire  department  and  the  auxiliary  also 
to  elect  officers  for  both  units. 

The  target  date  to  complete  this  fire  station  is  June  15, 
1986  and  be  operational  by  August  15,  1986. 

This  fire  department  wishes  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion for  the  help  and  support  that  it  has  received  from  town 
officials,  Sanbornville  fire  personnel  and  many  interested 
residents  of  Wakefield.
